Husband of State's Chief 


Witness in Billek Case 


Dead in Chicago. 


Chicago, Nov. 5.—Renewed Interest 


regarding Herman Billek, the Bohem- 
ian fortune teller and magician, who 
Is under sentence to be hanged for 
murdering the family of Martin Vrzal 
by means ot poison, has been aroused 
by the sudden mysterious death last 
night of William Nieman, husband ot 
Emma Vrzal Nieman. Nieman's wife 
was the state's chief witness in the 
Billek case and charged that Billek 
poisoned her father and four sisters 
and caused her mother to commit sui- 
cide after he had spent most of the 
money tho mother got in lite Insur- 
ance. Billek has steadily maintained 
his innocence and declared that the 
murders were the work of a person 
closer than he to the victims. 


Rev. P. J. O'Callahan, formerly of 


New York and now superior of the 
Paulist priests of Chicago, made an 
appeal from the pulpit recently for 
funds to appeal Billek's case to the 
Illinois supreme court, dramatically 
declaring that Billek is innocent and a 
victim ot popular prejudice. The death 
of Nieman following this incident 
and anparently without any possibility 
that Billelr, who Is in jail, could be 
responsible, has greatly encouraged 
those who seek to have Billek event- 
ually set free. 


Herman Billek was found guilty, on 


July 19 of the murder of Mary Vrzal. 
the testimony indicating his guilt of 
the murder of Martin Vrzal and his 
five (laughters. Mrs. Rosa Vrzal com- 
mitted suicide December 4.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 5.—A hear- 


ing of importance to the interests of 
organized labor and to the employing 
lithographers of the country was held 
yesterday by Secretary Straus, Assist- 
ant Secretary Murray,' and Commis- 
sioner pf Immigration Sargent of the 
department of commerce and labor. 


Recently William Voight and seven 


j other lithographers arrived at Ellis 
island from Europe. They had enter- 
ed into contracts to work for certain 
employing lithographers in New York. 
A protest against their admission was 
made by the American Federation of 
Labor and the Lithographic Artists. 
Engravers and Designers' League ol 
America on the ground that it would 
be a violation of tti- alien contract 
labor law. 


The case was appealed to Secretary 


Straus. It was shown by the evidence 
that, acting on an opinion of Attomej 
General Bonaparte in a previous case 
in which it was held that two litho- 
graphers were entitled to admission 
to America because there was a scar 
city of that kind of labor in this coun 
try, the employing lithographers hac 
sent an agent to Europe and made a 
contract with Voight and his seven 
companions. This was claimed by or 
ganized labor to be a clear violation 
of the alien contract labor law. 


Secretary Straus decided that the 


men should be admitted. In a written 
statement the secretary said: 


"My decision is that the attorney 


general's opinion, rendered June IS 
1!)07. wns acted on by the manufac 
turing lithographers of the 
TJnitei 


States and that they imported these 
eisrht men under contract 
In good 


faith in pursuance of said opinion 
and that tho said eight men cam 
over in pursuance of said contracl 
They are therefore entitled 
to ad 


mission, and I so orrler. 
"In case other lithographers are 


brought over under contract in the fu 
ture tho ouestion whether or not the> 
arc entitled to admission under exist 
Ins law will be taken up de novo. an 
decided on the facts as found to exis
